‘TABLE TALKS

With care the amount of sugar 
allowed each family should be suf- 
ficient for the ordinary cooking, 
but with fruit season and holiday 
visitors there will be a strain on 
the sugar allowance. Dieticians 
are being asked to encourage the 
use of corn syrup and honey as 
substitutes. Many are using them 
entirely in their cooking. 

From the laboratory of one of

The scratch of: diplomats’ pens 
for the brief espace of a day sound- 
ed more loudly last week over the 
warring world than the bursting 
of bombs and the roar of mechan- 
ized weapons, writes the New 
The United States, 
Britain and Russia had affixed 
their signatures to documents of 
far-reaching import. A mutual ae- 
sistance pact between London and

H.M.S. “Penelope” 
Now “Pepperpot” 


Cruiser Shot Full of Holes 
ig Re-christened 


The British cruiser Penelope ia., 


so full of holes her crew has re- 
christened her the H.M.S. “Pepper- 
pot,” but she’s being patched up 
to defy again air and sub attacks, 
her skipper said, in telling of his 
hair-raising experiences. 

Captain Angus Nicholl said his 
ship, called one of the “most 
bombed boats afloat,” had been 
patched up at -Malta, again at 
Gibraltar, and now is at an Has- 
tern United States port for a 
“face-lfting”’ operation. 

She was a whole ship when 
Capt. Nicholl assumed command 
in March, 1840. 

During alr raids at Malta, she 
earned the nickname “Pepperpot.” 
Between Malta and Gibraltar, the 
crew ran into more gunfire and 
plugged her holes with wood, For 
a while the crew called her the 
“Porcupine.”

Summer Beverages 

As we ‘consider the subject of 
beverages, immediately we think 
of the much talked of topic—that 
of “Tea Rationing.” Fortunately 
it ig summer and many ideas pre- 
sent themselves to our minds. As 
we acquire the habit of some of 
the other beverages may we also 
acquire the habit of being able 
to do without that cup of tea, 
which in the end may be more 
healthful. 

Iced Chocolate Milk

Men Needed For 
The Reserve Army 


Everyone ‘Should Be in Ac- 
tive or Reserve Forces 


The Reserve Army wants the 
banker, the broker, the clerk fh 
uniform as well as the butcher, the 
baker, the candlestick maker, 
Maj,-Gen. B. W. Browne, Director- 
General of the Reserve Army, 
made clear not long ago. 


The general said every eligible 
citizen should be in either the 
Active or the Reserve forces. That 
means, he said, that men of the 
so-called “white collar class” who 
are moderately or well educated 
are needed as buck privates as 
well as men who work with thetr 
hands, 


The reason ig that the Reserve 


Army must do its training in the 


‘ spare time enjoyed by ite members 


from their civilian occupations. 
The more education a man has the 
quicker he can absorb instruction. 
Thus it is possible to make a rea- 
sonably efficient soldier out of a 
man who hes a fair education and 
ia acciistomed to using his mind 
in Ais work in less time than re 
quired to bring a man with little 
education and whose mind is not 
accustomed to absorbing informa- 
tion up to the same standard. 


“After all, the Reserve Army 
may have to do some fighting with 
yery little training,” said General 
Browne. “The greater results we 
can show for the least training, 
the better.” 


In some Reserve Army units 
men are being divided Into classes 
for training so that the .slower 
members of the unit will not hold 
the others back. Thus the man 
who responds quickly to training 
will not become bored by having 
to repeat the same processes over 
and again until the slowest 
men in the unit learn their lessons. 

The Reserve ‘Army recruiting 
program is rolling along well, Its 
object is to bring all Reserve 
Army units up to full strength, a 
total of more. than 160,000 men,

Food “Laundries” 


If gas should be. used against 
Britain, arrangements have been 
made to safeguard the nation’s 
food. supplies against contamina- 
tion. 

It has taken some years to per- 
fect the countrywide service 
which today stands ready to sal- 
vage any foodstuffs which may be 
exposed to gas. Air Raid Precau- 
tions experts were experimenting 
on the salvage of gas-contamina- 
ted foods before war begun and 
today, although no unit has had 
to go into action, the service 
stands at the alert, ready for 
emergency. . 

The backbone of the service i# 
the growing chain of food “laun- 
dries’. for cleansing the food, now 
built up throughout the country. 
The “laundries” are staffed by 
civil defence personnel, worki 
in co-operation’ with the loc 
authorities. It is estimated that 
these decontamination units could 
salvage ninety percent. of the 
food treated.

Packers Develop 
Dehydrated Meat 


Product May Become. Popu- 
ar With Domestic Consumers 


Disclosure that®large scale lend 
lease export of meat is at hand, 
through a revolutionary shipping 
space-saving method of prepara- 
tion, was heralded in the packing 
industry as a major development 
in the livestock-meat trade. 


Meat is to be dehydrated and 
shipped in containers requiring 
only a fraction of the cargo room 
needed for transportation of a 
corresponding quantity during the 
last world war. Packers estimate 
enough meat can be packed into 
a military plane to feed a whole 
division for a limited period, 


Of equal importance with the 
space-saving feature was disclos- 
ure that beef would be shipped to 
American allies and armed forces. 
This attracted special attention 
in the cattle industry, sihce up to 
now most. lend-lease shipments 
have been pork and lard, 


Saves Shipping Space 


There were some estimates that 
the compressing of meat by the 
new process would permit ship- 
ment in one vessel of a quantity 
equivalent to the cargo of ten 
ships a quarter century ago. 


The new methog, developed by 
packers at the request of govern- 
ment officials, involves grinding 
of meat, pre-cooking, and drying 
in air dryers or vacuum. This 
produces small palatable pelleta, 
to which it is necessary only to 
add water to make a substance al- 
most identical to fresh ground 
meat, 

Packers believe the dehydrated 
product eventually may become 
popular with domestic consumers, 
Their kitchen experts have work- 
ed out numerous menua for dishes, 
ingluding meat loaf, hamburger, 
hash and combinationa with veg- 
etables.

Stroke Against Germany 

Against the Puehrer’s convic 
tion that the decision in World 
War II lies eastward of the Reich's 
frontiers stands the conviction of 
the Anglo-American-Russian team 
that the decision must be sought 
in Europe itself by a concentrated 
stroke against Germany. That 
belief goes back many months, 
It was expressed in the Atlantic 
Oharter, which held up Hitlerism 
as Enemy No. 1. It has been 
maintained despite the blows de- 
Mvered by Japan since Pearl Har- 
bor and by the need to disperse 
forces. It has been strengthened 
in talks between London, Moscow 
and Washington. 

An offensive against the Ger. 
man homeland—presumably syn- 
chronized from the first front, 
Russia, and a second front in 
Western Europe—would have ob- 
jectives as grand as those of Hit- 
ler in the Middle East. It would: 
(1) squeeze the Wehrmacht in 
the nutcracker of a two-front 
war; (2) put into play the mil- 
lions of troops and reserves of 
materiel unused and waiting in 
the British Isles; (3) relieve pres- 
aure on Russia and Egypt; (4) 
encourage revolt among Europe's 
subjugated millions, the restive 
“third front.” In short, it would 
be designed to knock Germany out 
of the war; then forces could be 
concentrated to: deal with Japan. 


Allied Strategy 

The translation of the broad 
Allied plan into action has had to 
wait on time-—time to gear rela- 
tively unprepared economies to 
total war. In a sense, the military 
effort of the United Nations ev- 
erywhere has been a delaying 
battle until the aggressors’ head 
start in building armies and arms

WIRE SOUND RECORDER 


ire Armour Research Founda 
tior, announced recently develop. 
ment and patenting of a device 
that records sound on steel wire 
ae thin as a human hair and may, 
the foundation said, revolutionize 
the technique of transcription. 

Dr. Harold Vagtborg, director 
of the foundation, affiliated with 
the Illinois Institute of Technol: 
ogy. credited the device chiefly 
to Marvin. Camras, 26-year-old 
staff assistant physicist. 

The recorder is about the size 
of « large portable radio and an 
eight-hour continuous recording 
can be wound on a spool five 
inches in diameter and two inches 
wide. It records sound magnet- 
joally and there is no mechanical 
change in the wire, which can be 
demagnetized arid used again, 

Qnee the recording is made, the 
epucds can be played back im- 
medvatery without processing. Dr, 
Vautborg said the wire would re- 
tain this recorded sound potential 
for years or could be wiped clean 
instantly by the demagnetizing 
process. 

The recorder, he said, can be 
ae! to start and stop automatic- 
ally and needs no attention while 
running, He -said these advant- 


ages give it limitless practical ap- 


pocations, such as: 

airplanes, microphones plac- 
éd in the control cabins could 
pick up all conversations and com- 
riands. Housed in an asbestos 
case, the recorder would survive 
a crash and tell the story of what 
pregeded it, 
tt could record millions of 
words of enemy propaganda at 
government monitoring radio sta- 
tions and reduce greatiy the 
atiount of critical materials used 
in making standard type records.

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Many Diseases are Carried 
by this Prolific Pest 


Now is the time to kill the 
house fly. One authority has es- 
timated that a pair of flies be- 
ginning cperations in April may 
be the progenitors, if all were to 
live, of sufficient flies to cover 
the earth 47 feet deep by Aug- 
ust, says Stratford Beacon-Herald. 

One of the most prolific breed- 
ing places of the flies in cities 
is garbage Fermenting and neg- 
lected garbage furnishes an ex- 
cellent medium for fly breeding. 
To prevént such breeding, every 
household should have a_ suffici- 
ent number of garbage cans to 
take care of the daily output. 
They ‘should be tightly covered 
and at short intervals they should 
be thoroughly cleaned with hot 
water and ive, says G. Allan Mail, 
of the Dominion Entomological 
Laboratory, Kamioons, B.C. 

> ” * 

Instead of piling yarbage in 
dumps where rats, flies and other 
insects multiply, - municipalities 
should, of course, incinerate 
waste materials that have no sal- 
vage value. 

Heaps of onions, 
other vegetables, grass clippings 
and fruits as well as decaying 
straw and weeds will also breed 


decaying 


flies. Such breeding places 
should be sprayed with oil or 
burned. 


The chief. importance of the 
house fiy is as a carrier of dis- 
ease. Not only do its hairy legs 
pick up disease germs, but its 
filthy feeding habits result in 
contamination of everything it 
touches. Typhoid fever, eye dis- 
eases, parasitic worms, Summer 
complaint and tuberculosis are 
some of the diseases carried by 
house flies. 

* >. * 

The proper protection and dis- 
posal of garbage is a primary con- 
trol measure, All windows and 
doors should be sereened. Fly 
traps, sticky papers and fly poi- 
sons al] have their place. A very 
satisfactory poisoned bait is made 
of two or three teaspoonsful of 
formaldehyde to a pint of milk 
and water mixed half-and-half. 
A smal] piece of bread or a small 
sponge.is placed on a saucer and 
saturated with aimixture, leaving 
a little liquid in the saucer. Ex- 
posed out of reach of children or 
pets, this bait will kill many flies,

TABLE TALKS 


By SADIE B. CHAMBERS 
Just a Sprig of Mint 


This is the season when mint 
is plentiful and. the wise cook puts 
it to all the uses possible. 

Now, that fresh peas are on 
the market did you ever try this, 
place a small sprig: of mint 
(crush the leaves) to cook with 
them? 

If you are making sandwiches 
particularly jamb onea do you 
know the trick of adding very 
finely minced mint leaves to the 
spread? 

Here are a few other ideas for 
your mint hoarding,— 

Mint Jelly 
1 cup vinegar 
1% cups water 
Green coloring 
6‘ cups sugar 
j bottle pectin 
to 3 teaspoons’ spearmint 
extract or i 
} cup minced 
mint leaves 

Measure vinegar and water into 
large preserving pan; mix; add 
enough coloring to give the de- 
sived shade and stir until dis- 
solved. Add sugar and: bring to 
a boil over hottest fire and at 
once add pectin, stirring con- 
stantly. Then bring to a full 
rolling boil and boil hard for 1% 
minutes. Remove from fire and 
add one to three teaspoons spear- 
mint extract er 1 cup mint. Let 
stand 1 minute; skim and pour 
quickly. Seal hot jelly at once 
with paraffin, If the fresh mint 
leaves are used add 1 cup chop- 
ped leaves to the vinegar before 
boiling. . Remove the leaves when 
skimming the jelly. 

Mint Crush 

To one small bunch of fresh 
mint add '2 cup sugar and % cup 
cold water, Crush leaves and al- 
low to stand for about one hour. 
Strain and add to 1 pint ginger 
ale, one cup grape juice and juice 
of three lemons. Pour over crush- 
ed ice and garnish with fresh mint 
leaves.

Firefighters Go 
To Help Britain 


First group of Canadian fire- 
fighters to volunteer for work in 
Britain sailed from an East Can- 
adian port on a_ rain-choked, 
blustery morning in June. Their 
safe arrival in Britain was an- 
nounced last week. 

Unlike the proverbial firemen 
on a trip, these “knights of the 
hook and ladder” were surprising- 
ly quiet and reticent. They re- 
fused to divulge their names or 
any other information, saying !t 
would have to come from Ottawa. 

About one hundred strong, they 
wore the blue dress uniform oom- 
mon to firemen everywhere and 
on their shoulders red tabs that 
read “Firefighters for Britain’. 
Officers were differentiated by 
silver braid on their peaked caps. 

They looked very business-like 
as they filed aboard the trans- 
port, carrying their ‘gear.

When I came home from the 
last war | heard a lot of grousing 
about some fellows who had spent 


the war years working in muni- 


tions plants. It wasn’t the sol- 
diers who complained—they simp- 
jy said: “Lucky atiff, that’s what 
1 would have done if | had haa 
any sense’’—it was the older civ- 
ilians. They seemed to feel. it 
was wrong for some peop! e to 
have earned “high wages” while 
others did the fighting. 

Just who should fight and who 
should stay at home is a hard 
problem—and one that is really 
solved only by those who volun- 
teer. 

No ¢olumnist is in a position te 
make a forthright statement on 
the subject because he cannot 
know all the circumstances that 
lead to an individual’s decision, 
Neither, ] suspect, can anyone be 
arbitrary on the subject. 

But we can all wonder. 

And this is the sort of thing 
that makes us wonder. A few 
days ago Paul V. McNutt, federa) 
security administrator in the Un- 
ited States, said to an audience 
at a meeting of the American 
Medical Association that the On- 
ited States needs 3,000 doctors 
every month for the Army ana 
Navy. 

He said: “There is an apparent 
jask of interest on the part of 
your profession to volunteer be- 
cause of reluctance to give up 
private income for army pay.’

Are we fééling that because 
there is nothing spectacular we 
can do that the ‘little things are 
not worth while? We do, some- 
times, and it’s too bad. 

That old saying, ‘““Mony a mickle 
maks a muckle,”’ was never more 
true than when applied to the 
work of the individual citizen in 
a War. 

Take this business of voluntary 
rationing, for examp‘e You've 
heard people say, “We only drank 
two cups of tea before it was 
Even if we do cut down 
to only one how much shipping 
space will that save?” It will 
fave very little — but, multiply 
that one cup by 13,000,000 and 
see what the saving js then. 

Let's work -it out. | The saving 
of one cup of tea by every Can- 
aian, taking 200 tups as equalling 
one pound, means a saving 01 
3242 tons of tea every day. A 
ton of tea occupies approxjmateiy 
100 cubic Ieet of cargo 
so our one cup of tea saves 3,200 
cubic: leet. 

What can a 
$,250 cubic feet? 

Well, roughly speaking, that is 
a pile eight feet high, 20 feet 
wide and 20 feet long. It would 
accommodate two Valentine tanks 
or goodness knows how many 
eases of rifles or Bren guns. The 
stevedore could Joad about 80 one 
ton aerial. bombs in the same 
space or eight universal Carriers. 

One cup of tea aday. Multiply 
it by 365 days! Not bad? No, 
it’s not bad but it’s only a frac- 
tion of the cargo space that can 
be saved if we ali of us cut our 
tea consumption in half!

Black Sea Repair Base 
_ Lost When Sevastopol Fell 


The fall: of Sevastopol, accord- 

ing to the Christian Science 
Monitor, may have left the Rus- 
sian Black Sea Fleet without a 
base where repairs can be under 
taken. 

All during the months when en- 
couraging news came from Russia 
concerning the stand 
the Soviets were making against 
the Nazi advance, naval obsery- 
ers viewed with apprehension the 
failure to dislodge the Germans 
from. their hold on the Crimean 
Peninsula, and the attendant 
to Sevastopol, the only ade- 
quate base left the Kussian Navy 
in the Black Sea. 

This fleet has made no inpor: 
tant contribution to: the 
war effort other than presenting

a serious obstacle to German do- 


mination of the Black Sea, It is 
composed of a heterogeneous col- 
jection of ships, which at the out- 
break of hostilities with Germany, 
consisted of one old 23,000-ton bat- 
tle cruiser armed with 12-inch 
guns, five small modern cruisers, 
three old cruisers, and some old 
destroyers and submariges. 

At Various times during the 
past year the Germans have 
claimeil the destruction of several 
units of the fleet by airplane 
bombs, none of which have been 
confirmed by the Russians. Con- 
eequentliy, uo one knows the pre- 
sent strength of the Soviet Black 
Sea force. However, it is safe to 
assume that it still has a strength 
‘far superior to any other — force 
in that area, 

Italian Naval Ruse 

At one time there was 4 rumor- 
ed attempt to coerce Turkey into 
permitting certain units of the 
Italian Navy (to pass through the 
Dardanelles under the guise of 
having been transferred to the 
Rumanian flag, but if this effort 
actually was made, nothing came 
of it, and the Russian Fleet con- 
tinued to control the Black Sea. 

There is no question but that 
Nazi strategy’ includes a drive on 
the oil producing regions in the 
Near East, and it may have even 
the more ambitious design of 
@iriking across. southern Asia. 

Should Japan be successful in 
ite effort to dispose of serious 
Chinese resistance, it in turn will 
then be free to begin a push west- 
ward, which if successful, would 
permit these bizarre allies to 
join hande. 

Each will then have access to 
badly needed raw materials which 
the other possesses in consider- 
able quantity, and the prestige 
attendant upon the control of an 
area extending half way around 
the world will undoubtedly have a 
far-reaching effect on their rela- 
tions with the few nations which 
have managed to* remain  unin- 
volved in. the gargantuan conflict 
that has spread all over the globe. 

Despite the former pessimistic 
opinions of experts, 
seems to have all the oil and its 
derivatives that it requires for 
the stupendous military efforts it 
exerts at several widely separated 
war fronts.

WHOOPING-COUGH 
PREVENTION 


No, 1 killer of U.S, babies is 
whooping-cough, which takes a 
heavier toll. than scarlet fever, 
diphtheria, measles and’ infantile 
paralysis combined. Recehtly, 
doctors at the American Medical 
Association meeting in Atlantic 
City heard reports on (1) a new 
way to prevent the disease in new- 
born infants; (2) the serious 
mental effects of whooping-cough. 

Newborn infants have a na- 
tural immunity to many infectious 
diseases, but they cannot be vac- 
sinated against whooping cough 
before the age of seven months. 
Apparent reason: their bodies are 
incapable of producing the anti- 
bodies, 

Doctors Philip Cohen and Sam- 
ue| Jerome Scadron of Manhattan 
told how they solved this grave 
problem by vaccinating two hund- 
red mothers in the fifth and sixth 
month of pregnancy. About 150 
billion whooping-cough germs 
were given to the mothers in in- 
jections at two-week intervals. 
©he.mothers developed antibodies 
in their blood stream, passed them 
on through the: umbilical cord to 
their babies. The inoculations 
had no effect upon pregnancy or 
delivery.——Time. 


DEHYDRATED BUTTER 

Dehydrated butter as develop. 
ed in New Zealand may be ship- 
ped without refrigeration. 

According to the Dairy’ News 
Letter, only pure, unsalted whey 
butter is used for dehydrating, 
although experiments are being 
carried on with creamery butter. 

“The butter is melted over a 
jet gf steam,” the Dairy News 
Letter said, “and the melted fat 
and condensed steam are run into 
a cylinder which automatically 
separates the water that settred 
by gravity from the pbutter-fat- 
water solution.” 

After several other steps, the 
material is subjected to a special 
technique of cooling, filled into 
sterile cans and sealed. 

The Dairy News Letter said the 
product could be used in its dry 
state by pastry cooks and ice 
cream manufacturers. Conversion 
back into butter is achieved by 
adding salt and water. 


U. S. War Output 
Headache For Axis 


President Roosevelt announced 
last week that in May the Unijted 
States turned out nearly 4,000 
planes and more than 1,500 
tanks. 

Releasing official war produc- 
tion figures for the first time 
since Pearl Harbor, the Presi- 
dent asserted in a statement that 
the United States aleo turned out 
nearly 2,000 artillery and anti 
tank guns in May, and these were 
anti-aircraft gun:

SUMMER DAYS ARE PICNIC DAYS 


By BARBARA B. BROOKS 


) With the open road calling to hikers and cyclists, meandering 
meals are the order of the day, and that means picnics. 

The soldier home on furlough will enjoy a picnic—-home-packed 
style, as a change from camp frations. 

Pienie lunches fall into two groups, the kind that is cooked on 
the spot over an open fire, and the kind that’s packaged at home all 
ready ‘to eat. For the packed lunch, sandwiches are the primary 
consideration. But for health’s and variety’s sake that’s just the 
beginning. 

Home-canned tomato juice is wonderful for just such occasions. 
Deviled eggs also perk up the shoebox lunch. For dessert, nothing 
hits the spot quite as well as fresh fruit — juicy oranges; ripe cher- 
ries; sweet, juice-filled pears and apples. There must be a home- 
made cookie or two to go with it, too—-for nibbling along the way. 
Everyone adores the crisp, crunchy cereal kind, especially when it 
is rich with peanut butter, as in this new recipe for peanut butter 
squares. . 

Sandwich fillings are seldom made from written recipes. They 
are a blend of the cook’s ingenuity and whatever her refrigerator 
holds. If roast beef was the piece de resistance the night before, 
take the left-over beef, chop it fine, season it with Worcestershire 
sauce and a dash of horse-radish, and spread between two pieces of 
bread. Do the same with tongue. 

Lamb, on the other hand, calls for less spicy treatment. Merely 
slice it, chop some of the mint that went with it the day before, and 
add a thinly sliced piece of onion and a sprig of water cress. Should 
there be pork in the icebox, spread chopped sweet pickle over it, and

Every 
lamp post in the Unter Den Lin- 
den should be a gallows, there 
must be a gallows—occupied by 
carrion bait—in every hamlet, 
every village, every town, every 
city in occupied territory that 
has known the weight of the Nazi 
scourge, the stench of Italy, the 
malarial infection of Japan. 

There is a job for us privates 
in the Individual Citizen’s Army 
——# job we will do whole-heart- 
edly as we look—and we shall 
look—upon our comrades on 
erutches or following ‘“Seeing- 
Eye” dogs or as we place flowers 
under memorial windows in our 
church yards. 

Right now there is another job 
to do, the job of conserving every- 


thing that is needed for the busi- . 


ness of waging successful war. 
It is a simple job. So simple we 
may not think it worthwhile. It 
involves such -things as cutting 
out joy-riding, carrying parcels 
from the store, turning last wint- 
er’s coat, giving up smoking, 
drinking less tea and coffee, doing 
without alcoholic beverages, hav~- 
ing shoes repaired even when the 
uppers are shabby. 

It involves reporting  infrac- 
tions of the price ceiling orders 
no matter how abhorrent “‘snitch- 
ing” is. None of us would hesi- 
tate to tackle or report a spy or 
a saboteur. Neither should we 
hesitate to report a commercial 
saboteur—for breaches of the 
price ceiling are acts of sabotage 
against the law-abiding. The 
storekeeper, wholesaler, manufac- 
turer, landlord or other business 
man doesn’t just break a law-— 
he harms you. If he gets away 
with it because you keep silent 
the spectre of postwar inflation 


-looms closer, if the ceilings are 


maintained postwar, inflation will 
be averted and we'll have time to 
see that the war has not been 
fourht in vain.

‘Menace Russia’s: Supply Lines 


The. story of Russia’s military 
strength is the story of epace, end- 
less space. Armies that have crowd- 
ed all rivals off the face of Europe 


have marched into Russia and 
been swallowed up in the, vast 
brown landecape rolling away to 
the east. Napoleon learned 130 
years ago that a battle won in 
Russia does not have the same 
meaning as a battle won in <Aus- 


tria; there is always room in Rus- 
another battle. Adolf Hit- 
ler learned last year that each mile 
forward in Russia, each great in- 
dustrial town destroyed, only 
means another mile to go, another 


sia for 


town to destroy. Last week, in 
battles spaced hundreds of miles 
apart, Hitler's armed might tried 


to solve the problem of space, says 
the New York Times. 
Germany's Objectives 

The German effort presumably 
had two objectives: (1)° to take 
possession of important arteries 
of traffic by which strength flows 
from one part of the Soviet body 
to another; (2) to block the routes 
over which come war, materials 
from Rissia’s Allies across: the 
seas, The accomplishment of these 
objectives -would make Soviet 
transportation problems more dif- 
ficult; It was conceivable that Rus- 
sia's resistance might be split into 
two parts, each of which could ob- 
tain supplies from the other only 
with the-utmost difficulty, 

Drive To The River 

To win the first and greatest of 
these prizes. the Germans aimed 
their chief drive at the Don River. 

An announcement from Berlin 
described the Red Army as “de- 
astructively beaten” along 220 miles 
of the Don front. Moscow reported 
heavy 
kigned, apparently, to divert the 
main weight of the German drive: 
from reaching toward Stalingrad 
and the Caspian, hundreds of miles 
away. The Wehrmacht’s goal 
seemed to be no less than to cut 
Marshal Timoshenko'’s southern 
army in two, to isolate the whole 
Caucasus region. Then Hitler could 
strike for the wells that normally 
produce 90 per cent of the Soviet 
supply; he could seek to cut the 
Allied supply line that runs from 
Jran wo through the Caspian. 


Sea Battle In North 

To win its second objective in 
the war against space, a German 
battle squadron skirted Norway's 
towering North Cape, Once round 
the cape the German fleet, con- 
sisting, according to reports from 
Moscow, of the battleship Tirpitz, 
the pocket-battleships Scheer and 
Luetzow, the heavy cruiser Hipper 
and eight destroyers, was on the 
main supply route from the de- 
mocracies of the west and the Red 
armies, There, guns blazed. 

After the fighting was over con- 
flicting claima -by some govern- 
ments, silence from others, left a 
confused picture of what had oc- 
curred, The Germans said that 
their ships, supported by  land- 
based aircraft, fell upon an Allied 
convoy, sank a heavy American 
cruiser and destroyed all but six 
of a thirty-eight-ehip flotilla. From 
Moscow came the report that the 
German attack was halted when a 
Russian submarine torpedoed the 
Tirpitz twice and that the German 
ships withdew while the convoy 
sailed on to a Russian port. The 
Soviet epoke also of heavy bomb- 
ing. raids on Nazi airfields .in 
Northern Norway and Finland, the 
bases for the forays againat the 
Allied supply line in the Arctic,

the undersea raiders’ movements, ~ 
Two weeks ago their torpée iors 
sank four enemy ‘destroyers, ‘eft 
a fifth in flames. The toll brought 
Japanese naval losses—mostly tn- 
flicted by Army planes—in Aleu- 
tian encounters to fifteen vessels 
sent to the bottom or damaged, 
United States losses have not 
been disclosed, save for unspeci- 
fied damage at Dutch Harbor, ut 
it was evident that the Japanese 
were extending their grip in the 
Aleutians, Their eastward advance 
from Attu to Kiska spanned 230 
miles. They were surely erecting 
air and naval ‘stations that could 
play an important role in the 
North Pacific theatre. 


Japanese Menace Grave 

From Kiska it is 615 miles # 
Dutch Harbor, From Attu is ie 
595 miles to Russia’s Kamchatka 
defenses and 766 miles to Para- 
mushir, Japan’s northernmost nav- 
al base. Thus, the Nipponese are 
in a central position (1) to drive 
toward the North American con- 
tinent, (2) to intercept an Aliied 
move across the North Pacifie 
against Japan, (3) to strike the 
U.8.8.R. from a new flank, (4 to 
cut a possible line of supply from 
Alaska to Siberia. Despite the 
gravity of the Japanese nitti@er 
it was believed, the Allies could 
not yet epare forces from «he 
many other global theatres for a 
campaign to regain the far A‘ev- 
tans.

Predicts End To 
Shortage Of Beef 


Packers’ Head Cites Rea- 
aons For Optimistic Outlook 


Mr. James 8. McLean, president 
of Canada Packers Limited,. de- 
clared last week that the crisis in 
the beef situation had been reach- 
ed. 

New policies instituted last 
week by the Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board will have the effect 
of easing thé beef shortage and 
the situation will show immediate 
improvement, Mr. McLean assert- 
ed, 

Reasons for his optimistic out- 
look were: 

1. Absence of any beef scar-~- 
city in the country. 

2. A lowering of the ceiling 
price, enabling civilian needs to 
compete with the military mar- 
ket. \ 

3. Resumption of business by 
drovers, who had stopped buying 
for a brief period because of the 
confused situation, 


Mr. McLean could not produce 
a similar bright picture regarding 
the pork situation which, he said, 
would probably remain a scarce 
commodity until war’s end. Ex- 
porta to Great Britain under Gov- 
ernment contract have cut deeply 
into pork products remaining for 
Canadian consumption, he assert 
ed, 

“The sale of beef to the mili- 
tary authorities had been a big 
factor in keeping up the price and 
causing a shortage for civilian 
needs,” said Mr. McLean. “Under 
the new arrangement of the War- 
time Prices and Trade Board, the 
military contracts have brought 
to the ceiling level which has been 
set at 16% cents per pound. 

“This is a long step down, be- 
cause at one time, prices paid to 
farmers to fill military contracts 
were a full cent above the ceiling 
of 19% cents,” Mr. McLean con- 
tinued. “Three weeks ago the 
price started to come down and 
recently it dropped to 18% cents, 
The final price set is at 16% 
cents,” 

Packing plants had lost money 


oh beef bought above the ceiling. 


price, Mr. McLean asserted. 

“The reaction to bringing down 
the price has been bewildering to 
the farmer,’ he stated, “He had 
been selling all along at a price 
above the ceiling, and. I don’t 
blame him for doing that because 
those were the prices offered to 
him. However, the new price is 
atill a good one for beef. 

“Last week, drovers bought 
cattle at higher prices than they 
could sell them for,” said Mr. 
McLean. “This caused them to 
lose money, and they stopped op- 
erating. The present extreme 
shortage is caused by this fact. 
However, they are operating again 
and the situation will soon be back 
to nornial. There is plenty of 
beef in the country and condi- 
tions will soon be relieved,”

Research Laboratory of the Lon--° 


don, Midland and Scottish RKail- 
way for tests on the air filters 
of the diesel shuntingglocomotives 
to be used in the deserts of the 
Middle East. The filters were 
placed in a wind tunnel and the 
sand blown past them in order 
to imitate actual desert condi- 
tions. 

A related problem: was to give 
a better supply of-cooling air to 
the engine gear-boxes of tanks 
operating in hot climates. The 
model of the after part of a tank 
was erected in the laboratory, 
and by making various alterations 
in the circulating fan and the air 
ducts, an improvement of 90 per 
cent. was achieved. The results 
of these experiments may be used 
in future tank designs. 


The research department has 


recently devised another novelty ° 


rather like a pistol, with which 
pins that have been recovered 
from old correspondence are pick- 
ed up magnetically in exact pack- 
etfuls by a pull on the trigger. 
Seven cwts. of pins, clips and 
fasteners were recovered in the 
firat year. 


Most of the work of the Com- 
pany’s scientific staff is directly 
concerned with the war effort, 
either on the Railway’s own war 
problems or for Government De- 
partments, Substitutes have to be 
continuously sought for as regu- 
lar supplies become unobtainable, 
and a good example has been the 
discovery that the wool grease 
retrieved from the sewers at 
Bradford can be used in lubri- 
cating oils in the place of fatty 
oils previously imported for this 
purpose. 


The research department's in- 
strument shop has also been car- 
rying out investigation on barbed- 
wire entanglements, steel helmets 
and armor plate. 


The introduction of spray paint- 
ing has been accelerated, enabling 
a wagon to be painted in six min- 
utes as against 40 minutes re- 
quired by brushing. The work 
has been so simplified that it has 
been quickly mastered by women 
who have taken the place of 
painters called up to the Forcés.

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Reserve Army To 
Be Fully Trained 


The Reserve Army will not be 
“found wanting” if ealled ‘on to 
defend Canada, Major-General Bev- 
erly W. Browne, director-general 
of the Reserve Army, said in a 
broadcast address last week. 

“tf and when we are called upon 
to face the enemy forces on this 
continent, General Browne said, 
“we will be fighting as the people 
of Russia have fought from houses 
and ditches in forest and moun- 
tain, battling the enemy every Soot 
of the way with everything at our 
disposal. 

“This is the sort of warfare 
which needs ingenuity as well as 
courage. I believe that if we are 
called upon to meet this final test, 
the men of the Reserve Army will 
not be found wanting.” 

The Reserve’ Army has a vital 
role in, this war—-a war different 
from the “old fashioned wars we 
used to read about, in the history 
books.” The Reserve formed a 
link between professional soldier 
and civilian, served as liaison be- 
tween military authorities and 
“the pulse of the nation.” 


Equipment Promised 

“I'm proud of the men in the 
Reserve Army,” he said, “and quite 
apart from their importance from 
a military point of view, I believe 
they are doing a great deal to 
maintain and mould the morale 
of. this country.” 

War had brought new and great- 
ter responsibilities to Canada's 
second-string fighting force. A 
direct and large-scale attack on 
the Dominion was no longer a re- 
mote possibility. The Reserve 
Army traditionally lacked equip- 
ment but modern fighting equip- 
ment has been promised. 

“ft am glad to be able to report, 
as a result of a recent tour of 
Reserve Army camps, that this 
flow of equipment has begun in 
considerable volume,” he eaid. “T 
have seen Reserve troops training 
with motors, Bren guns, with am- 
ple mechanical transport available 
—-weapons beyond the fondest 
dreams of the old militia days.”

This does not mean 
that individuals are to take judg 
nent into their hands, but that 
society, as constituted by the 
races of men on earth, has the 
right to exact the death penalty 
from those who, themselves, are 
guilty of murder. Man is made 
in the image of God, and he that 
destroys man in murder is des- 
troying that which most per-

The word ‘covenant’ is one of 
the great Bible words. It means 
‘a coming together.’ As used of 
a human transaction, it implies a 
bargain, one party giving and the 
other receiving. It also some- 
times partakes of the nature of 
a voluntary undertaking or pledge, 
without any expectation of a re- 
turn. This latter view is its char- 
acteristic in the pasasge before 
us, for we read only of God's 
covenant with Noah, not Noah’s 
covenant with God. God binds 
Himself, and lays down the line 
of His relationship to man, It 
was for Noah simply to receive 
this, to reckon upon it, and to 
rely upon its blessings. 


Purpose of the Covenant 


The Purpose of the covenant 
should be carefully noted. It 
was associated with the assurance 
that human life should not be 
cut off or the world destroyed any 
more by a flood.

guerrillas everywhere. 

Much in the news recently have 
been the exploits of another guer- 
rilla army, half-way around the 
world from China. This is the 
patriot army of Yugoslavia, led by 
General Mihailovitch, Mihailo- 
vitch’s men, who dominate a great 
triangle of the supposedly-conquer- 
ed mountains of Serbia, number 
about 200,000. In spite of a num- 
ber of German and Italian forays 
against them, these successors to 
the Serbian “Chetniks” of anoth- 
er day are constantly increasing 
in numbers and getting additional 
equipment at the expense of their 
Axis foes. Currently twenty-four 
Axis divisions — nearly 400,000 
men—havye been diverted from 
the Russian front by Mihailo- 
vitch’s activities.

The main Yugoslay guerrilla 
army is in touch with allies in the 
occupied territory on both of its 
flanks. To the north in the puppet 
state of Croatia. is the “Green 
Army,” a loosely-knit group of 
bands who take their name from 
the .green Croatian forests in 
which they dive. Southward on 
the Greek border it is in active 
contact with the long chain of 
Greek guerrilla forces that ex- 
tends throughout the mountain- 
ous peninsula, 

The Greek guerrillas have a 
notable record in the wrecking of 
troop trains and the cutting off 
.of small Axia detachments, Their 
favorite method of attack is to 
make a swift attack on a town 
and then withdraw into the hills 
to lie in wait for their pursuers.
